Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  cS:  Centlemen, 


It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  present  to  you  ny  inriual 
Report  for  tne  year  ending  31st  I'ecember  1959,  this  being  the  13th 
annual  Report  wiiich  I loave  been  privileged  to  submit. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  estirmited  resident  population  has 
again  increased  from  18,180  in  1958  to  18,51E  last  year,  (in  1900 
the  estim..ted  resident  pop  -'l^tion  was  10,332).  ihe  stoiioaroised  live 
birth  rate  of  li.  3 Vv'as  slightly  loi/er  tnan  that  for  the  previous  year 
(16.9)  the  staiidardised  death  rate  of  10.9  was  also  slightly  below 
that  for  1959  (11.5)  was  lov/er  thai  tlnst  for  Inland  & Voles  as  a 
whole  (11.6)0 

Regarding  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  a total  of 
102  ¥/ere  notified  - the  imjority  of  which  were  measles  and  whoojjing  cough. 
Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  29  of  t.x  notif icwiions  but  these  eere  all 
very  mild  and  little  more  tlm  a niild  sore  tiiroat  and  fain'c  rash. 


I -am.  pleased  to  i-oport  that  there  were  no  cases  of  dysentery 
or  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  duritig  the  year.  The  vaccination  progrcmme 
against  the  latter  disease  was  extended  during  the  year  to  include  age 
groups  up  to  25  years. 


I am  -.lLso  pleased  to  report  that  on\  two  cases  of  food 
poisoning  were  reported.  Considering  the  rel.,;tively  l.mge  nunber  of 
hotels,  boarding  houses,  c.ji'es  etc.,  in  the  town  I consider  this  low 
incidence  of  food  poisoning;  speaes  well  for  the  stancLord  of  hygiene  in 
these  places.  However,  I do  eitphasize  that  to  adopt  an  attitude  of 
complacency  is  dangerous  end  coiistmt  vigilance  is  necessary  on  the 
part  of  all  concemv..d  to  see  that  a high  standard  of  lygiene  is  rraintainod 

The  numb  r of  c^.scs  of  Tuberculosis  notifi>.,d  v/as  auring  1959 
the  lowest  on  record  >,and  no  deaths  oocirred  aui'ing  the  year  from  this 
disease.  Th  .t  no  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred  (usually 
bovine  in  origin;  was  no  doubt  due  in  gre.:!  parr  to  the  tuberculoses 
eradication  scheme  for  cattle  in  force  in  this  .area  cna  to  the  fact  that 
no  irdlk  must  be  sold  to  the  public  unless  sue. . niilk  is  either  pcLsteurised 
or  from  tuberculin  tested  herds.
